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Busy weekend for 
RNLI crews as... 

Walkers are 
warned (yet 
again) about 
incoming tides 


THE weekend proved a busy 
time for Porthcawl RNLI 
Lifeboat volunteers, with three 
call-outs and a training 
exercise. 

There were two ‘shouts’ on 
Saturday, first to a broken down vessel, 
then later to two persons and a dog cut 
off by the incoming tide. 

The Sunday call out was to wind 
surfers who were in difficulties. 

The town’s RNLI crews were first 
paged by HM Coastguard Agency at 
1.25pm on Saturday to reports of a 
broken down fishing boat off Stout 
Bay, Nash Point. 

The Atlantic 85, Rose of the Shires 
was launched and located the casualty. 
Lifeboat crewman James Kinsella was 
transferred aboard to assist in securing 
a tow line and whilst the casualty was 
under tow back to Newton Bay, James 
used his day job experience and 
managed to get the engine running 
again. 

The tow was then released and the 
lifeboat escorted the vessel back to 
Newton. 

With the lifeboat refuelled and 
rehoused, crew were again paged at 


5pm to a report of two persons and a 
dog cut off below the high cliffs west 
of Nash Point. 

Both Porthcawl’s lifeboats were 
launched and headed east towards the 
area where the casualties had been 
reported trapped by the incoming tide. 

Working with Llantwit Coastguard 
unit, the lifeboat crews located the 
casualties and two crew members were 
put ashore to assess the situation. 

Several attempts were made to take 
the smaller D class Jean Ryall into the 
rocky shore but with a dumping swell 
breaking right on the shore it proved 
too dangerous for helmsman Chris 
Page to risk his lifeboat and crew. 

With Barry Coastguard Unit joining 
the rescue bid it was decided to attempt 
a cliff rescue but following a request 
from Porthcawl lifeboats, the SAR 
helicopter was tasked to winch the two 
casualties and their dog to safety. 

The helicopter then stood by whilst 
the two crew swam out through the 
surf and back on board the lifeboats. 
All units were stood down at 6.50pm 
and returned to base.

TEENAGER WITH LIFE-

SOUTH Wales Police is 
investigating a serious assault 
which has left a teenager in 
hospital with life-threatening 
injuries. 

Officers were called to Bridgend 
Road, Aberkenfig, shortly before 8pm 
on Thursday, April 12, where an 18- 
year-old man was found unconscious 
in the road. 

He was taken to Princess of Wales 
Hospital with head injuries. 

An 18-year-old man and a 17-year- 


old youth have since been arrested in 
connection with the incident. 

Both are currently on bail pending 
further investigation. 

A spokesperson said: “Officers are 
keen to hear from anyone who 
witnessed the assault, or who was at 
Aberkenfig Workingmen’s Club and 
may have valuable information about 
events prior to the incident.”

the annual Stroke 
Association’s 
‘Know Your Blood 
Pressure Day’ at 
Trinity Church, 
Porthcawl. 

Rotarians, assisted by 
members of Porthcawl 
Stroke Club, encouraged 
people to have a free 
blood pressure check 
taken by health 
professionals, without 
any need to make an 
appointment. 

The Mayor of 
Porthcawl, Cllr Lorrie 
Desmond Williams, was 
first in the queue to see 
nurse Gill Williams and 
Rotary president Sandra 
Townsend, Madeleine 
Moon MP and Mayor’s 
consort, Don Sutton, 
were also present (see 
photo).. 

This event is held 
every year as high blood 
pressure is the biggest 
risk factor for stroke, 
contributing to 50 per 
cent of all strokes and of 
course, not everyone 
with high blood pressure 
experiences any 

symptoms. 


During the day, 167 
people took the 
opportunity to get 
checked: of this number, 
16 were advised to have a 
routine follow up and six 
were recommended to 
make an urgent referral at 
their local surgery. 

If only one or two are 
alerted to possible 
problems, then the 
Rotary Club of 
Porthcawl feel it was all 
worthwhile.

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A CASE OF POWERFUL POLITENESS IN 
PORTHCAWL WITH JACOB REES-MOGG 


PORTHCAWL tends to receive visits 
from high-profile politicians rarely, but 
Jacob Rees-Mogg, Conservative MP for 
North East Somerset, came to the town 
on April 13. 

He visited to meet local and regional politicians, 
party faithful, and others curious to hear a man 
described variously as “The pinstriped populist” 

[He was, however, dressed in a dark navy double- 
breasted suit, not pinstripes], “the Honourable 
Member for the 18th Century”, and “...slightly 
more polite than Paddington Bear”. 

The gem’s Andy Johnstone popped along, too, 
and saw an audience of 60-odd, and distinctly not 
all ‘male, pale, and stale’, but about 50-50 women, 
from teenagers to those in their eighties, and people 
from the BME community. 

The public luncheon passed without incident. No 
masked defenders of free speech burst in creating a 
less-than-mild-mannered melee to try to drown out 
his words, he spoke not at all in Latin or Ancient 
Greek, and he said floccinaucinihilipilification but 
twice. 

Challenged to say, as he put it, “The Welsh 
railway station with a very long name”, he politely 
gave way to Cllr Carolyn Webster for whom Llan- 
fairpwllgwyngyllgogerychwyrndrobwllllantysili 
skipped merrily off the tongue. 

Elected to Parliament in 2010 (after unsuccessful 
attempts in Central Life and The Wrekin in 1997 
and 2001 respectively), he has increased his 
majority by, on average, nearly 5 per cent each 
election. 

Mr Rees-Mogg spoke of, and was later 
questioned about, Brexit, The UK’s place in the 
world, Syria, Russia, and anti-Semitism. 

On any potential reaction - military or otherwise 
- by the UK and allies over the most recent use of 
chemical weapons in Syria, he said: “Some say that 
to die by a bullet, or a bomb, or a chemical weapon 
is all the same, so why should a response to a 
chemical attack be different? 

“The use of chemical weapons is breaking one of 
the two golden, the inviolable, rules [The other, he 
said, was not to invade sovereign territory]. 

“They are prohibited weapons, prohibited 
because of their randomness, the effect that

invariably they have on civilians more than military 
forces.” 

He added that it was “likely” that the regime of 
Bashar al-Assad was responsible, and that this was 
not the first time retaliation for its use of chemical 
weapons had been considered. 

“Before, President Obama drew his ‘red line’, 
and promptly erased it soon after. 

“This only strengthened the Assad regime, 
considering it could then act with impunity, and so 
a range of responses must be considered.” 

He drew parallels with Salisbury, and the recent 
nerve agent attack that hospitalised three, and 
extended his argument to include Brexit. 

“Many, if not most, countries, believe Russia 
was responsible for the attack in Salisbury. 

“The response of the United Kingdom was not 
held back by deferring to the European Union for 
approval for action. 

“Yet the UK was joined, and very quickly, by 
three other European countries in the EU in 
expelling Russian diplomats. 

Erance, Germany and Poland, countries each 


the shared belief in a nation’s right to sovereignty.” 

Referring again to Syria, he added: “Saddam 
Hussein did not expect the response he received 
when he invaded Kuwait, similarly the Kaiser did 
not belive we would act as we did over Belgium, 
nor Hitler over Poland. 

“A display of strength is the best guarantor of 
peace.” 

When asked if Parliament should debate and 
vote on a military response to Syria for its 
suspected chemical attack on its own people, Mr 
Rees-Mogg was clear: “No. 

“Parliament may debate, but the Government 
must decide. 

“The information that Mrs May and others 
within the Cabinet have on which to make any 
decision is secret, and it would cease to be secret if 
given to 650 MPs. 

“The idea of secret information held by a Prime 
Minister has become tainted because of Tony Blair 
and Iraq’s weapons of mass destruction [a reference 
to information held by the-then Prime Minister 
Tony Blair in the September (or ‘Dodgy’) Dossier

Early the next day, RAE aircraft took part in a 
tripartite strike on sites in Syria. 

Questions on Brexit, freedom of speech, and 
Jeremy Corbyn followed. 

On Brexit, Mr Rees-Mogg said: “It is the most 
exciting opportunity for 100 years. 

“We again will not be led from overseas, but by 
ourselves. The responsibility will be ours as 
individuals and as a nation. 

“And individuals’ decisions always make life 
better than decisions taken centrally, because 
society must be built from the bottom up, not from 
the top down. ” 

A member of the audience asked: “When will the 
British public wake up to the threat posed by 
Jeremy Corbyn?” 

The response was typically considered. 

Said Mr Rees-Mogg: “I shudder at anti- 


Semitism, but when the idea for a Holocaust 
Memorial Day in the United Kingdom was 
proposed, I did not then see the need for it. 

“Now I see why. 

“Anti-Semitism is increasing, and is deep-seated 
in the Left. 

“The mural, the painter of which Mr Corbyn 
praised, showed stereotypes [of Jewish people], the 
likes of which were used by Communist and Nazi 
regimes to demonise Jews, and that are 
fundamentally wicked 

“I must ask how could Mr Corbyn support it?” 

The question of freedom of speech was raised. 

“Mr Rees-Mogg said: “I should be free to say 
what I believe, but freedom of speech is under 
threat.” 

“I recognise that people have the right to offend 
me, to challenge me, because with freedom of 
speech, there is no democracy. It was freedom of 
speech, for example, that led to votes for women.” 

He said that freedom of speech exposes 
corruption, and expands ideas and horizons. 

“Ereedom of speech and thought has led to 
scientific discoveries as well as social change. It 
was freedom of speech that challenged and 
overturned scientific and political orthodoxy. 

He added a caveat: “But there must be no 
incitement ot violence, or racial or other abuse. 
Laws are in place to deal with this, but first, we 
should be willing to ‘self-censor’. 

“It’s called ‘good manners’.” 

The rapt audience could have asked questions all 
afternoon, and Mr Rees-Mogg would obligingly 
and thoughtfully answered them, but he had other 
engagements in the area. 

As he left, he again visited each table, this time 
to say goodbye and to have photographs taken, then 
more photographs outside with a slightly grey 
backdrop. 

A number of people stopped, or slowed down in 
the cars, and a lip-reader could discern them 
saying: “Is that really Jacob Rees-Mogg?” 


Slow news day as Gorgeous 
George hares off from home 


A RUNAWAY' 
tortoise has been 
reunited with its 
Brackla owner after 
being spotted 
walking up a path 
by a member of the 
public who was 
heading to the local 
shops. 

He, the tortoise, had 
escaped on April 3 after 
sneaking through a fence 
panel in the garden of his 
owner, Karen. 

The 12-year-old Greek 
tortoise {Testudo 

graeca), named George, 
was missing for three 
days, and was found 
about a five-minute walk 
away - for a human - 
from his home. 

George was confined 
to a box before being 
collected by an RSPCA 
employee and taken to 
the International Tortoise 
Association in Sully for 
boarding. 

Karen made contact 
after seeing a message on 
social media about a 
missing tortoise, and the 



duo were soon reunited. 

Karen, who also owns 
another tortoise. Beanie, 
said: “I’ve been losing 
sleep with worry, and I’m 
just so grateful to 
everyone who helped 
George. 

“I’ve owned George 
his whole life, and I’m 
just to relieved and 
happy to have him home. 

“He was missing for 
three days, and had 
ventured about a five- 
minute walk away from 
our home, but with a 
former river-bed of 
overgrown brambles so 
near to the back of our 


home, thankfully he has 
come to no harm. 

Karen explained that 
George is named in 
honour of the now- 
deceased ‘Lonesome 
George’, the Pinta Island 
tortoise (Chelonoidis 
abingdonii) from the 
Galapagos Islands that 
died in 2012.

I ’M about to do 
something 
which is 

probably foolish. 
I’m going to give 
my opinion on 
events over the 
past week in 
relation to Syria. 

I’m aware that many 
of you won’t be 
reading this until a 
further five days elapse 
and new information 
will have emerged. 
There will also have 
been many talking 
heads on television and 
debates in Parliament, 
all of which I will miss. 
I left for the Balkans 
last Monday and will 
arrive back as you are 


reading this. 

Let me start with 
Salisbury. Was it agents 
of the Russian state, 
MI5/6, ISIS, or even 
AN Other? Who makes 
Novichok? Who has 
the capability to 
transport and 
administer Novichok 
and who would dare? 

Certainly not MI5/6, 
ISIS or AN Other. The 
British security 
services have had 
rogue members who 
have been double 
agents and have sold 
secrets. Even the most 
rogue of agents could 
not obtain the nerve 
agent. 

We have experienced 
terrorist attacks in the 


UK carried out by 
individuals claiming 
affiliation to ISIS, but 
they have been crowd- 
based, to create 
maximum fear and 
distress. There is no 
sign of a mysterious 
AN Other. 

Why would an 
agency of the Russian 
state carry out such an 
attack in the UK? Here 
in Wales it is easy to 
miss the large presence 
of the Russian elite and 
opposition expatriate 
community living here. 

The UK had become 
an easy place for 
Russians to live. A 
small payment of £2 
million will gain you a 
visa and our lawyers 


and accountants will 
help hide money in 
accounts and offshore 
shell companies. The 
UK has grown 
comfortable with the 
influx of Russian 
wealth. 

A mere £160,000 
can buy a former 
deputy finance minister 
of Mr Putin’s, a game 
of tennis with the 
Prime Minister or 
£30,000 brings tea with 
the Defence Secretary. 

An attack on British 
soil sends out a clear 
message to dissidents 
and allies alike, that 
wherever you may flee 
to, the Russian state 
can reach you. 

We have much to do 
clean up our politics, 
our banking and to 
identify who the wealth 
holders are hiding. 

Then we move to 
Syria. There have been 
34 recorded uses of 
chemical weapons in 
Syria. Of these, 24 
have been clearly 
identified by the UN as 
having been carried out 
by the Syrian regime. 

We also know that 
Syria and Russia have 
carried out barrel bomb 
attacks on Syrian 
opposition-held areas 
where large numbers of 
civilians have been 
killed and injured.

UK. 

Threats were then 
issued that any reprisal 
attack on Syrian forces 
would lead to further 
Russian reprisals. A 
threat of escalation. 


The reprisal attack 
has now taken place. 
Smaller in scale than 
was suggested by 
tweets, but tweets are 
not the way to carry out 
or explain policy. 

Our military have 
demonstrated their 
ability to carry out 
targeted assaults with 
no civilian casualties. 
The attack was smaller 
than the previous 
reprisal attack by the 
US. 

My concern is that 
reprisals, while 
emotionally very 
understandable, do not 
constitute a strategy. 

How we are going to 
tackle Russian state- 
sponsored cyber, 
disinformation, 
chemical, and 
economic asymmetrical 
warfare that falls short 
of war but is not peace? 

We are living with 
this every day but 
either just not aware of 
it, or not willing to 
acknowledge it is 
happening. 

We know that the 
Russian state has 
funded political 
outrider parties to 
destabilise politics in 
many parts of Europe. 
We now know some of 
the part this money 
played in the US 
election and the British 
Brexit referendum. 


We have listened to 
a catalogue of 
outrageous statements 
and downright lies 
from Russian 
spokesmen (yes, they 
have all been men). 

We know how social 
media had been used to 
sow distrust, lies and 
cynicism. We know 
about the money 
laundering and the 
access to political

Following Sunday 
morning training, RNLI 
crews were paged at 
2.17pm to reports of 
windsurfers in difficulty 
off Newton Point. 
Arriving on scene, the D 
class lifeboat established 
one windsurfer had made 
it ashore while his 
colleague required 
assistance as his board 
mast had snapped. 

Once safely on board, 
the casualty was taken 
ashore at Newton where 
he was met by Porthcawl 
Coastguard Unit. 

Porthcawl’s lifeboat 
operations manager, 
Philip Missen said: “Our 
crews have proved their 
ability to assist in all 
types of situations, not 
only over this busy 
weekend. 

“Also that they work 


with other rescue assets 
to enable the safe rescue 
of casualties who find 
themselves in danger 
around our shores. With 
tides getting larger all 
this week, I would ask 
shore walkers especially 
to make sure of tide 
times before they start 
any walks, particularly 
east of our station along 
the cliff bases between 
Southerndown and 
Llantwit Major.

'Monolingual 
reader makes 
common error 
about Welsh’ 


I N his letter to 
The GEM, Mr

I am sure he would 
join me in disapproving 
of the conduct of Britons 
who go on holiday to 
other countries and 
expect eveiyone else to 
speak English, but his 
reasons would probably 
be different. 

Experts in language 
and linguistics will tell 
you that language is not 
merely an aid to finding 
the nearest railway 
station; it is a social 
skill. 

Many studies have 
shown that bilingual or 
multilingual people have 
the capability to make a 
greater contribution to 
society because they are 
channelled into more 
diverse communication 
strategies and thus 
develop differently; in 


other words, their brains 
are being trained for to 
think more innovatively. 

The benefits of 
bilingualism have been 
scientifically proven, 
and far outweigh any 
disadvantages. 

Some will argue that, 
if you are going to be 
bilingual, Welsh is a less 
useful second language 
than, say, French. But 
think about it - when did 
you last meet a fluent 
French speaker you 
could converse with? 

Moreover, the UK is 
not overflowing with 
people capable of 
teaching modern 
languages; fortunately, 
we have a steady supply 
of people in Wales who 
are able to do so. 

These are among the 
reasons why the efforts 
of recent decades to 
protect and foster the 
Welsh language are so 
admired in other 
countries.

THINK ‘therapy’, 
and many minds 
will jump to lying 
on a couch or 
sitting in a group 
of strangers 
discussing personal 
problems, or, more 
creatively, a spot of 
painting. 

But therapy is a 
broad church, and takes 
many forms. 

Canine therapy is one 
branch of animal- 
assisted therapy (AAT), 
while equine-assisted 
therapy (hippotherapy) 
has been around for 
donkeys’ years.

Steve Miller, after 
all, did not write a song 
called Fly Like a 
Pigeon... 

Mr Brinkworth has a 
varied background. 

He has worked in the 
field of mental health, 
and with young people 
with learning 
disabilities. He has been 
a youth worker and an 
employer consultant. 

He has also studied 
falconry for more than 
40 years, has kept and 
flown both falcons and 
hawks, and completed a 
course in falconry. 

“I have also spent 
time working with 
Falconers in the field, 
on flying 

demonstrations, and 
bird control,” said Mr 
Brinkworth. 

He added that he has 
empathy for those with 
learning disabilities and 
mental health issues, 
but when asked, 
stressed that he is not a 
therapist. 

“That’s right; I’m not 


a therapist, but my 
hawks will be, when my 
idea gets off the 
ground.” 

Mr Brinkworth said 
he is testing the water to 
see how much interest 
his idea for raptor 
therapy in the Vale 
garners, and will form a 
charity if sufficient 
interest is shown. 

“I know that a 
specific type of therapy 
does not work for every 
individual, but perhaps 
if hawk and falcon 
therapy is added to the 
raft of therapeutic 
interventions available, 
then it can do good for 
some people.” 

He said that the aim 
will be to work with 
anyone who has a love 
of birds, especially 
birds of prey. 

“As with any form of 
therapy, we will discuss 
whether it will be 
suitable for an 
individual with that 
person, their support 
workers and medical 
professionals, and their 
families.” 

That, admits Mr 
Brinkworth, is some 
way off. 

“First, I need to see 
what interest there is for 
this. I am not aware of 
anyone else using 


hawks and falcons in 
therapy, so it really is a 
major, and innovative, 
project.” 

[GEM readers might 
be familiar with Helen 
Macdonald’s memoir H 
is for Hawk in which 
she describes how 
rearing and training a 
young goshawk 
provided a form of 
therapy following the 
death of her father.] 

“I have experience of 
setting up and managing 
projects, but I can’t do 
this alone.” 

Mr Brinkworth said 
that, ideally, anyone 
wishing to get involved 
will have a combination 
of passion - both for 
falcons and hawks, and 
for helping others - and 
experience in charities 
and projects. 

He is inviting anyone 
who feels they can help 
to get in touch with 
him. 

“I’d like this to work, 
and I think it can. 

“I’m 60 now and not 
getting any younger, so 
it would be good to 
leave falcon and hawk 
therapy in the Vale and 
beyond as my legacy.”

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Reader voices concern over male choirs 


A S a feminist, and one pretty new 
to south Wales (I live in Cardiff, 
but work across the Vale of 
Glamorgan and Bridgend), I read with 
shock the April Fool’s Day on-line story 
“Protest taking place in King’s Square to 
rename Barry”. 

Shocked because it was such a well-written, 
witty, satirical piece that you don’t see in local 
press especially in Wales, where the press is 
generally left-leaning - that poked fun at a sacred 
cow or two yet was believable. More outlandish 
proposals than that seem to be policy for our 
politicians and groups espousing a cause. 

But it made me think, maybe a little 
mischievously to begin with, why, as a woman, 
can I not join a male voice choir? 

The likes of Madeleine Moon, Jane Hutt, 
Carwyn Jones and Chris Elmore - our elected 
representatives - are so keen to pontificate on and 
champion equality and diversity, but have 
seemingly ignored one of the last bastions of 
male privilege, misogyny and racial prejudice. 

I am a black British (third generation) woman, 
and I would like to know from our MPs and AMs 
what they propose doing to tackle the lack of 
gender and ethnic diversity in the male voice 
choirs in the Vale of Glamorgan and Bridgend, 
and why so far they have done nothing to 
challenge it. 

Each time I see a photograph of a male voice 
choir, it is a sea of white male faces looking back 
at me. Yes, occasionally it might have a female 
musical director or accompanist, or guest vocalist, 
but that is it. 

How do these choirs recruit? How do they plan 
to tackle the gender and ethnic imbalance? Have 
they reached out to the LBGT-i- communities, 
those perhaps who follow Judaism, Islam, 
Sikhism, Hinduism to recruit? Bridgend Male 
Choir, for example, has received public money 
from the Arts Council of Wales, yet has no 
equality or diversity position, while Cowbridge 
Male Voice Choir is a registered charity! 

I do not want to read of wishy-washy excuses

such as ‘Join a female choir’, ‘Well, look at the 
cathedral choirs. They are all male’, ‘It’s culture 
(culture, as well as causing me to remove the 
safety from my Browning, is the last refuge of the 
scoundrel)’, ‘There are very few BME in 
Bridgend and the Vale of Glamorgan’ (but plenty 
of women I understand) or ‘Anyone can join’, 
because clearly women cannot and BME do not. 

So, politicians and choirs, I am all ears because 
it is time to change. 

Unless, of course, the choirs say that any man 
or woman can join, so long as they posses a rich, 
tenor, baritone, or bass voice, or ‘identify’ as a 
white male. 

Lizzie Ahoure, Cardiff 
All persons and organisations referred to in 
Ms Ahoure’s letter were contacted to respond 
to points made. 

Ogmore’s MP Chris Elmore and AM Huw 
Irranca-Davies issued a joint response. 

“Many of the communities we represent across 
Ogmore, and indeed throughout Wales, have a 
proud history of male voice choirs. 

“They, along with many other types of singing 
groups, are part and parcel of the cultural fabric 
of Wales. 

“In our constituency, there is a wealth of 
opportunities to join choirs, whether these be 
female-only, mixed, male voice or childrens’ 
choirs, there really is something for everyone to 
get involved with. 

“We’re proud of the fact that the choirs do a 
great deal to be open and accessible to people 
seeking to join their groups and work closely with 
other local choirs to signpost people to the group 
which may best suit their musical s ki 11 set. 

“The Arts Council for Wales supports many 
different organisations and has a proud record of 
promoting diversity through the community 
projects they support across Wales. Erom a simple 
search on the Arts Council’s website, it’s clear to 
see that they regularly provide funding to a range 
of choirs, including mixed-gender groups. 

“Male voice choirs clearly exist in this manner 
for stylistic reasons, as do the large number of 
female-only choirs, and we will continue to 
support a diverse range of different musical 
organisations across Ogmore.” 

Ryan Wood, Musical Director of Bridgend Male 
Choir, also responded. 

“I find it quite offensive to read a letter that is 
so full of assumptions and misunderstanding. 

“There is a clear lack of knowledge and not 
even a nod to an awareness of the role of the 
male voice choir in the working-class history of 
Wales. 

“This lack of knowledge does not apply with

the funding bodies that so readily support these 
organisations; they will be more than aware of the 
importance of the role of the male voice choir in 
Welsh culture. 

“The singing voice is a powerful instrument 
and the sound of a Welsh male voice choir affects 
millions of people on an emotional level. 

“In the same way that Wales has hundreds of 
male voice choirs, built up initially around mining 
communities, there is also an abundance of 
female voice choirs specifically for women and, 
indeed, mixed voice choirs for men and women - 
another genre formed in small communities with 
its foundation in the many well attended chapels 
which adorned the valleys and towns around 
Wales. 

“As a man, would I be allowed to join the 
Women’s Institute? Or perhaps the writer of the 
letter could apply to become a full participating 
Freemason. 

“In terms of the recruitment of members from 
LGBT-i- communities and those who follow 
Judaism, Sikhism, Hinduism or Islam, the 
majority of our recruitment is done via social 
media which is available to everyone who wants 
to follow the choir as well as by word of mouth 
and indeed, Bridgend Male Choir would welcome 
members from all of these communities. 

“In fact, as a gay man myself, I have personal 
experience where the choir’s management team 
dealt very positively with a former chorister who 
exhibited homophobic tendencies towards me and 
I feel proud to be involved with a choir who 
readily dealt with this matter with no collusion 
and in a totally appropriate manner. 

“The choir also has an equal opportunities 
policy written into its constitution and has just 
appointed its first Honorary Lady Member in 
recognition of the importance of the support she 
provides to the choir. 

“The diverse nature of arts and culture in the 
valleys is something I’m immensely proud of and 
I, and my peers, support each other as much as 
possible.” 

Bridgend MP Madeleine Moon responded: 
“Choirs are part of the landscape of Wales. 

“We have many different choirs, from schools 
to singing to combat dementia. There are mixed 
voice choirs and there are all women and all male 
choirs. The risk we run when objecting to one 
particular male or female only organisation is that 
soon we will no longer have Women’s Institutes, 
Towns Women's Guilds, Soroptomists, or 


Mothers’ Unions. A sea of female faces. 

“There needs to be space for people to mix, 
enjoy and participate in a range of activities - not 
all of which need to be mixed sex.” 

A spokesperson for and from Cowbridge Male 
Voice Choir, said it was considering a full 
response, adding: “[membership of] Cowbridge 
Male Voice Choir is open to all,” 

Comment on social media was swift. 

On Facebook, Claire Prince wrote: “Oh 
gawd..the type of feminist that sets us all back a 
hundred years!” while Serena Williams-Nash 
wrote: “It’s called male voice choir for a reason 
you stupid sexist Barry people for gods sake grow 
up and by the way I am a female [sic].” 

Sylvia Phillips commented: “I think it’s just 
mischief making on the part of the author,” which 
Lizzie Ahoure herself said. 

However, this mischief-making view was 
upheld, indeed expanded upon, by A Forbes on 
The GEM’S website. 

The commentator wrote: “Fantastic! Hats off to 
Lizzy [sic] for her Jedi Master level trolling of 
loony E & D advocates. 

“Their cri de coeur is ‘Equal rights and 
opportunities for all, especially women (but not in 
all cases because our culture is more important)’. 

“Incidentally, Ms Moon is wrong, again. Men 
can join the Mothers’ Union.” 

GEM note: comment was requested from AMs 
Carwyn Jones and Jane Hutt, but none was 
received by the time the paper went to print.

NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 

The hives are gearing 
up for warmer weather 


S PRING is 
definitely 
beginning to 
show and despite 
the somewhat 
persistent gloomy 
wet weather, many 
flowers are now 
appearing. 

With the longer days 
and the forecasted rise 
in temperatures, there is 
going to be much more 
external activity from 
the bees. 

Some feeding with 
liquid sugar has been 
carried out to eke out 
the dwindling winter 
stores and internal 
activity is very well 
under way. 

The queens are 
laying, and I am aware 
of this because in the 
debris that falls into the 
under floor trays that I 
have on each colony, 
there are dead adult and 
immature Varroa Mites. 

The presence of the 
pale immature mites 
indicates that the mites 
are aware of the 
expansion in the brood 
area, so as the bee 
numbers start to rise, so 
do the mite numbers. 


As yet, the only 
colony that has been 
opened up has been the 
small colony in a 
nucleus box (half size 
hive). They are very 
strong and do need to 
go into a full sized hive 
now. A dry day plus a 
temperature of 14°C 
provided ideal 
conditions for the 
transfer to take place. 

How was the transfer 
accomplished? The 
nucleus box and its bees 
were lifted just to one 
side of the stand that 
they have occupied all 
winter, then onto the 
empty stand a full-size 
national brood box on a 
mesh floor took its 
place - there are no 
frames in it yet. 

The cover of the nuc- 
box was now removed, 
exposing the six frames 
and bees within. One by 
one, each frame and its 
company of bees was 
gently lifted out and 
placed into the centre of 
the new box. Two of 
these frames contained 
larvae and sealed cells 
containing larvae going 
through their 
metamorphosis stage. 


Two more contained 
what was left of their 
winter store of food and 
two were just starting to 
be used for more 
storage. 

This moving of the 
bees and frames took 
less than two minutes to 
accomplish, and more 
frames were added to 
bring the total to 11 . 
Many bees were still in 
the box and many were 
flying around the new 
box. 

To complete the 
transfer, the nuc-box 
was picked up and 
turned upside down 
over the new hive and 
gently shaken to 
encourage those bees 
within to leave and this 
and they very obligingly 
did. 

A feeding box 
containing liquid sugar 
was placed on top of the 
frames and the hive was 
closed up. 

With the promised 
better conditions to 
come, this colony will 
expand and be thankful 
for the extra room.

Cowbridge 
Livestock Market: 

a speck of hope"? 


I T appears that 
farmers in the 
Vale of 

Glamorgan can 
keep a speck of 
hope when it comes 
to the livestock 
market in 
Cowbridge. 

The Earmers’ Union f 
wales (EUW) has long 
been in support of 
Cowbridge Livestock 
Market, recognising that 
the closure of the mart 
would remove a vital 
lifeline from the town 
and also make it 
necessary for farmers to 
travel far greater 
distances to sell their 
stock. 

Eor many years now 
its future has been 
hanging in the air. 

A myriad of 
proposals, schemes, and 
discussions later. 
Creative Rural 
Communities, the Vale 
Council’s rural Local 
Action Group on which I 
sit, has committed 
funding for a feasibility 
study to identify the 
needs of farmers. 

This is following 
news that the Vale 
Council has decided to 
re-develop the site on 
which the current 
livestock market is 
situated. Indeed, in 2013 
the EUW contributed to 
a feasibility study in a 
bid to convince the Vale 
Council that it was 
profitable and vital to 
keep the mart open. 

The recent tender 
process resulted in five 
applications from

consultancy groups, and 
following a series of 
meetings and interviews 
with the council, 
farming unions. Young 
Earmers’ Clubs and the 
current market operators, 
a local firm, PER 
Consulting, has been 
appointed to lead on the 
work. (See article below 
for more information ). 

The study will 
generally be looking at 
all aspects of how, where 
and what farmers sell. At 
the moment, it is only a 
sheep market (however, 
the market has 
historically been a cattle 
market, hence the name 
of Cowbridge). This 
means that cattle farmers 
have to travel to 
Carmarthen, Brecon or 
Raglan to sell their 
stock - the addition of 
cattle to the market 
would therefore certainly 
be a welcome change, if 


it comes to fruition. 

Consideration of the 
size and location of a 
new multi-purpose 
facility is, of course 
crucial, as well as any 
other commercial 
activities that could 
ensure future viability of 
the market site. 

Landing, naturally, 
will be a huge issue and 
although some public 
funding may be 
obtainable, the 
consultants will need to 
look at commercial 
options on the site as 
well. 

We have had many 
discussions on how these 
plans can benefit the 
wider rural community 
as well as farmers, 
therefore the study will 
consider whether 
commercial facilities 
could be built for 
learning, training, office 
space in addition to 
traditional agricultural 
functions. 

The most interesting 
discussions, though, 
have been around 
whether processing 
facilities could be 
incorporated, thereby 
shortening the supply 
chain in this area. 

All options are open 
and we will be sharing a 
survey shortly to help 
develop the plans 
further. Better watch this 
space.

Farmers’ views sought 
on plans for the Vale 


A STUDY has been 
commissioned 
which aims to 
identify the needs 
of farmers and 
other rural 
businesses in and 
around the Vale. 

While the Vale 
Council considers the 
future regeneration of 
the existing livestock 
market and surrounding 
area in Cowbridge, 
further potential for a 
new food and farming 
hub is being explored. 

“The study,” said a 
spokesperson, “is 
intended to provide 
specific insight to the 
needs of local farmers, 
smallholders and other 
rural businesses and 
identify the type of 
facility and range of 
services that may be 
required to create a 
viable, multi-purpose 
livestock market, rural 
hub, or both in the 
Vale. 

Project partners, 
including the council, 
EUW, NFU, Young 
Farmers and the current 
livestock market 
operators, have 
appointed PER 
Consulting, a local 


business with 
experience in rural 
development, to lead on 
the independent report 
which will identify 
whether a viable 
alternative to the 
market is needed in 
order to meet the needs 
of farmers in the area. 

The study has been 
supported by The 
Creative Rural 
Communities Local 
Action Group which is 
funded by Rural 
Development 
Programme 2014-2020, 
European Agricultural 
Fund for Rural 
Development, the 
Welsh Government, and 
by the Vale Council. 

Abi Reader, a local 
farmer and member of 
the Creative Rural 
Communities board, 
said: “It is important 
that we explore new 


ideas to support local 
farmers and find 
innovative ways to add 
value to our high- 
quality local produce.” 

The study will be 
completed by the end 
of August and PER 
Consulting will be 
holding face-to-face 
meetings with farmers, 
smallholders and rural 
business, as well as 
conducting online 
surveys.

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Local woman conquers her yo yo weight 
problems... AND LOOKS TO THE FUTURE

A BARRY woman, Sarah Creasey, has 
told the story - in unsparing detail - of 
how her struggles with her weight 
affected her life. 

Finally, she feels that she has conquered her 
demons, and wants to help inspire others by 
passing on her experiences in a new Slimming 
World class. 

This is Sarah’s story.. 

Throughout my life, there has been one 
constant. My weight problem. 

Life situations have never been judged by the 
value of my achievement, but rather my dress size 
on the day. 

As an overweight teenager I hid behind baggy 
jeans and over-sized tops, but at university my 
weight absolutely ballooned! I didn’t know how to 
eat, so Fd starve all day, then gorge on take-aways 
at night. 

I hid my anxieties about my weight by joining 
the rugby team and downing pints of cider. I 
pretended that I didn’t want to be ‘girlie’. I had a 
boyfriend who said he loved me just as I was and 
proved it by bringing me food and drink! 

My first visit to Slimming World was back in 
1993.1 was 19 and was mortified when the scales 
read 15 stone 7 pounds! I will never forget my 
elation at losing 71b in week one, 41b in week 2 
and my first stone by week 4. When I reached a 
healthier weight for my 5ft 9 frame of around 12 
stone, I left. 

The weight stayed off for years... until the day I 
found out I was pregnant. I started eating for two 
on day one. I convinced myself that I wasn’t 
getting fat, I was pregnant! But when I weighed 18 
and a half stone after the baby was bom, the truth 
was inevitable! 

World... and by the time my bundle of joy was 
18 months old, I was back to a healthy, happy 
weight. 

However, the cycle repeated itself when my 
second child was born, and this time I was 
ashamed to go back to the slimming group. 

I spent five years living a miserable existence. I 
didn’t want to go to parties because I couldn’t find 
clothes to fit. I should have been full of energy, 
looking trendy and enjoying my life... but I was 


beyond unhappy. 

I set up my own theatre company and threw 
myself into that - I loved seeing young, beautiful 
people performing on the stage and prided myself 
in being a vital part of that performance even 
though I was hiding at the back in an XXXL T- 
shirt. 

The world became a much darker place for me 
when my marriage cmmbled. It was all very 
mutual and friendly, but that didn’t stop it being a 
difficult time. Reading a text message from my ex- 
husband’s mobile phone from a female friend 
asking about his ‘fat wife’ literally destroyed me. 

She hadn’t acknowledged my degree or 
intelligence. 

She hadn’t acknowledged what a hard-working 
and loving mum I was. 

She hadn’t acknowledged the large scale theatre 
productions I was producing and directing. 

She ONLY acknowledged my fat. 

So I took out a bank loan of £10,000 in 2006 
and booked myself in for a gastric band. 

I honestly believed that this was the only 
answer. And for the first year it was... I lost 2 
stone quite quickly and committed to band 
tightening every few months to keep it effective. I 
met a gorgeous new partner and got married 
weighing around 14 stone in 2008.1 knew my 
weight was heading in the right direction and was 
delighted that I’d made such a fantastic life 
decision - well worth the cost! 

But then the problems started. 

Nobody told me that to keep losing weight with 
a band, you have to keep tightening it. It costs 
around about £120 every time and for days, you 
take sips of water, then build up to soft foods (with 
the capacity of baby food) and finally build up to 
hard foods such as pasta, bread, sausages etc 

There were so many side effects. 

• I couldn’t ever eat a meal with my friends and 
family. Even a small mouth full of food would 
leave me running to the toilet to be sick. 

• I could only take the tiniest sips of water so 
started to feel quite dehydrated. 

• I suffered from terrible acid reflux and simply 
lying down would make me feel like I was going 
to drown. 

• The constant vomiting was causing my teeth to 


rot. 

I was living as an enforced bulimic. I was 
starving. I was dehydrated and I was so very tired. 

I had to make a change. And so I removed fluid 
from my band enabling me to eat and drink. 
Immediately, I felt healthier and rested. But the 
weight started to creep back. 

By Christmas 2016 I was back up to 14-and-a 
half-stone. The shame was back. The self-loathing 
was back. The desperation was back. 

I knew how to eat well from my past Slimming 
World experiences so I made a decision to stick to 
the plan and weigh myself once a week in the 
chemists. And I started well - I lost over a stone by 
the summer - but then the weight loss slowed right 
down. 

It struck me that I needed to return to Slimming 
World. I needed to socialise with like-minded 
people. 

And so I went back. And the second I walked 
through those doors, I felt like I’d come home. I 
just knew that with the support of my group, I 
could really do it. I’ve never reached a target 
weight at Slimming World before -1 usually leave 
when I get ‘close enough’ - but there was no way 
this was going to happen this time! 

I proudly reached my target weight on February 
4, 2018. The picture shows the difference. 

Food optimising is a way of life now... It’s just 
what I do - and it’s so easy! 

I’m desperate to continue to food optimise for 
life ... and encourage others to do the same! I owe 
an incredible amount of gratitude to my inspiring 
consultant, Martin Woodsford. He’s changed my 
life and inspired me to reach out and change the 
lives of others! 

I’ll be starting my own group on Tuesday, April 
24 at Holy Trinity Presbyterian Church Hall, Barry, 
CF62 7EU. My first ever new members talk will 
start at 5.30pm and I’d love to welcome you! I’m 
so excited about this new journey into a healthy, 
slimmer summer. I’d love you to walk with me!

A LOCAL AM is 
helping an animal 
charity get out the 
important message 
about the dangers 
of buying pets tover 
the net. 

The invisibility of 
pet sellers who advertise 
through websites allows 
vendors and breeders to 
avoid legislation and 
breed pets in unregulated 
and often poor 
conditions. 

National Animal 
Charity Blue Cross is 
trying to change 
legislation to protect the 
thousands of pets sold 
online each year. 

Ogmore Assembly 
Member and Welsh 
Government Minister 
Huw Irranca-Davies met 
charity members at the 
Senedd to hear how 
vulnerable pets can be 
exploited by sellers who 
remove kittens and 
puppies from their mums 
too early, do not get 
them vaccinated against 
deadly diseases and keep 
them in poor conditions. 

They are then likely 
to grow into fearful, 
stressed adults who may 
get discarded and 
abandoned through no 
fault of their own. 

The Ogmore AM 
stated: “We are a nation 
of animal lovers but the 
scale of online pet sales 
has become a real cause 
for concern. 

“Last year in Wales, 
three leading classified 
websites posted over 
37,000 adverts for dogs, 
cats and rabbits - 760 
from here in Ogmore. 
More often than not the 
sellers are unlicensed 
and prioritise profit over 
animal welfare. This has 
to stop and all pets 


should be sold with the 
correct care advice.” 

Becky Thwaites, head 
of public affairs at Blue 
Cross said: “We are 
shocked at the vast 
number of online adverts 
there are for the sale of 
pets across Wales. 

“The huge 
marketplace for 
potentially thousands of 
pets sold online is 
almost completely 
unregulated, making it 
virtually impossible for 
local authorities to 
enforce animal welfare 
standards and protect 
these vulnerable young 
animals and those who 
buy them. 

“We must make sure 
that all breeders and 
sellers are registered and 
licensed and that local 
authorities have the 
tools, training and 
budget needed to 
properly protect pets 
who are sold online.” 

The top three dog 
breeds advertised online 
in Wales in 2017 were 
Erench bulldogs. 
Chihuahuas and pugs - 
all vulnerable to serious 
genetic health conditions 
but over a third of UK 
dog owners were not 
made aware of any 
hereditary health 
conditions associated 
with the breed they 
bought. 

Many owners are not 
aware that the snoring, 
panting and snorting in 
these breeds of dogs is 
not ‘cute’ but indicating 
they are struggling to 
breathe and in distress.

Fodder 
Bank for 
farmers 
relaunches 


THE NFU and NFU 
Cymru are 

relaunching their 
online Fodder Bank 
to help members 
find animal feed for 
their farms, or sell 
any surplus to assist 
others, after wet 
weather has seen 
farmers in many 
parts of the UK 
experience 
shortages of feed 
availability for 
livestock, resulting 
in additional costs. 

The wet weather and 
late spring have seen 
livestock and dairy 
producers unable to turn 
out stock due to a lack of 
grass growth and 
available forage, leading 
to the increased need for 
supplementary feed and 
additional costs. 

Arable farmers have 
also experienced delays 
in spring cultivations and 
drilling where the ground 
is too wet to travel. 

NFU Cymru President 
John Davies said: 
“During this particularly 
difficult time for many 
farmers, it is vital that 
government lends its 
support to ensure farmers 


are able to continue 
managing their 

businesses effectively, 
which means producing 
the food that feeds the 
nation. 

“I am hearing from 
farmers who say that the 
sustained wet weather 
has meant very few have 
been able to turn out their 
livestock, and this has led 
to increasing difficulty 
sourcing available 
forage. 

“In addition to the 
NFU and NFU Cymru 
relaunching their Fodder 
Bank to help their 
members, we will also be 
discussing impacts of the 
wet weather and any 
support needed with 
industry and 

government. 

“As well as 
contributing £112 billion 
to the UK economy and 
providing 3.8 million 
jobs, food and farming 
underpins rural 

communities and it is 
during these difficult 
times that the support of 
both government and the 
wider industry is so 
important.”

‘RABI here to 
help farmers 
in times of crisis’ 


M any 

farmers 

currently facing 
fodder shortages 
and flooding, 
serious problems 
that impact on their 
ability to feed 
animals and plant 
crops. 

In some regions, 
persistent and heavy 
rains have followed on 
swiftly from extreme 
snowfalls. 

To make matters 
worse, current weather- 
related problems come 
while many are in the 
midst of lambing and 
calving. 

The Royal 

Agricultural Benevolent 
Institution (RABI) has 
been around since 1860, 
and is farming’s oldest 
and largest welfare 
charity. In 2017, we 
gave out grants of close 
to £2 million to people 
of all ages in financial 
need. 

We have welfare 
officers across Wales 
and England who 
understand the current 
difficulties. 

Our welfare officer 
for Northumberland and 
Durham, for example, 
recently reported that 
many people in his area 
had lost sheep in snow 
drifts and were dreading 
the prospect of lambing. 
Numbers are likely to 


be down, which will 
have a knock-on effect 
later in the year when 
they come to sell their 
stock. 

It’s been a long, wet 
winter and the grass 
hasn’t started to grow 
yet. That means there 
could be extra feed 
costs, an expense 
farmers wouldn’t 
normally expect to have 
at this time of year. 

We know from our 
welfare team on the 
ground that many in the 
industry - from different 
sectors and in various 
parts of the UK - are 
anxious about the effects 
of weather-related 
problems. 

During a crisis, RABI 
can help those in 
financial hardship by 
providing grants for 
immediate domestic and 
household expenses. 
While we cannot help 
specifically with 
business costs, if the

When Nearly 
Noble landed a 
monster 
gamble at 
Ystradowen 


IN my best-selling 
book. Racing 
Rogues - The 
Scams, Scandals 
and Gambles of 
Horse Racing in 
Wales (Published by 
St David’s Press at 
£12.99), a number 
of the true stories 
take place in the 
Vale and one of 
them, which was 
described by the 
Hunter Chasers & 
Point-To-Pointers 
Annual, as a 
‘monster gamble’ 
came off at the 
Ystrad Taf Fechan 
Hunt Steeplechases 
at Ystradowen on 
May 4,2002. 

The big betting coup 
came off in the first 
division of the open 
maiden race when 
Nearly Noble, a nine- 
year-old bay gelding, 
owned and trained b^y 
Pontypridd’s Robert 
Rowsell, and ridden by 
his then wife Lucy, 
bolted home, an official 
four lengths 
winner from Good 
Morning, partnered by 
the Vale’s James Tudor. 

The favourite, Carl’s 
Boy, ridden by Ian 
Johnson, finished a 
further four lengths 
away in third spot. 

Nearly Noble’s form 
figures in the racecard 
read 047-0- hardly the 
kind of form which 
would have inspired 
punters to have backed 
it. 

Be that as it may, 
someone knew 
something and Nearly 
Noble, a tall and 
unfurnished individual, 
was 

backed from 16-1 to 4-1 
and off the board in 
places. 

Lucy, a Welsh 
champion point-to-point 
rider, had given the 
horse a super ride, 
having him 
in a handy position 
throughout and, despite 


a mistake at the second 
last fence, won easily 
enough. 

Interviewing her then 
husband Robert, who 
like Lucy had been a 
leading point-to-point 
rider himself, after the 
race he told me that he 
had bought the 
horse in Ireland just a 
matter of weeks earlier 
from Jim Draper, son of 
the legendary Irish 
trainer Tom Draper of 
Arkle and Flying Bolt 
fame. 

Not only that, the race 
Nearly Noble had just 
won was a maiden race 
which is for horses that 
have never won a race 
before. 

However, unknown to 
the thousands of 
racegoers who were at 
Ystradowen that day. 
Nearly Noble had been a 
virtual ‘winner’ when he 
had faced the starter. Eor 
he had actually finished 
first in an Irish 
point-to-point, only to be 
controversially 
disqualified after being 
misdirected by a fence 
steward! 

Nearly Noble was 
later sold out of Wales 
and the following season 
won three more point-to- 
points. 

Earlier in the day, the 
Ystradowen bookmakers 
had faced another big 
pay out when another 
former Irish horse. 
Power ‘N’ Glory, backed 
from 4-1 to 2-1, trained 
by Bridgend’s John 
Moore and ridden by 
Tim Vaughan, now a 
leading Welsh trainer at 
Aberthin, won the 
confined race for 
Irishman 
Cyril Camp well.
